“What is the Almighty, that we 
should serve him? and what profit should 
we have, if we pray unto him?” 

Such an exclamation as this we find in 
Job 21:15, a universal question coming 
from the lips of men, a defiant attitude 
and challenge thrust as it were in the 
path of the just day by day. 

Since entangled minds of men, who 
are in the limelight of this modernistic

‘And there came a leper to him, be- 
seeching him, and kneeling down to him, 
and saying unto him, If thou wilt, thou 
canst make me clean,’’ Mark 1:40. 

This leprosy here is a good type of 
sin. We see the men of the world con- 
taminated with sin from the crown of 
their heads to the sole of their feet.

COMMUNISTS 


New York City is America’s hotbed 
of Communism. The greatest gathering 
of radicals are to be witnessed in Madi-

son Square Garden. Here tremendous 
sums of money are raised for the pur- 
pose of spreading Communist propaganda 
over the land and agitators are training 
to carry on propaganda work. The fol- 
lowing letter, written by Elizabeth J. 
Goodale gives one an intimate glimpse 
into the workings of Communism at its 
greatest American center. 


As I write this, it was just five hours 
ago that I sat in Madison Square Garden 
at the 20th anniversary celebration of 
the establishment of the Soviet Union in 
Russia. Having just recently reached 
voting age, and being a staunch Repub- 
lican and conservative like my parents, 
I was shocked and appalled at the en- 


thusiasm and vigor with which the Com-’ 


munist party presses forward. 

In Madison Square Garden, my friend 
and I, among twenty thousand Com- 
munists witnessed a scene which I most 
earnestly wish I could describe more 
eloquently. Stimulated by red flags, their 
party songs and the Utopian presentation 
of socialistic and communistic policies, 
this mass of a rising political menace 
stood with raised fists, pledging them- 
selves to untiring efforts against war, 
fascism and capitalism. In one hour, by 
incessant demands for money to aid the 
Spanish cause, $35,000 poured into the 
center of the platform as if some magic 
spell had been cast. 

As a young Republican, inexperienced 
in politics, | was so impressed and stimu- 
lated by their dynamic insistence, loyalty 
to their principles, and willingness to 
sacrifice even food if necessary, that I 
cannot resist this opportunity to attempt 
(by a sincere entreaty) to impress upon 
sympathizers with my political ideas, the 
urgent need of immediate action. Most of 
us feel that the time for rallies, politi- 
cal assertions and drives, is a few months 
before election, but I venture to say that 
if any of my Republican colleagues or 
Democratic friends had witnessed ten 
thousand Communists outside Madison 
Square and twenty thousand inside, 


standing with the characteristic upraised, 
clenched fist, singing their Soviet song, 
each individual imbued with indomitable 
courage and fighting spirit; you would 
have been impressed as I was and would 
see the necessity for a “call to arms.” 

Few if any Republicans are willing to 
sacrifice bread and butter to fight for 
their party, yet these ardent Communists 
unflinchingly and eagerly passed up their 
week’s salary and many gladly gave a 
month’s wages to their cause. 

You all know what sacrificing that 
means for the working man. It means 
going without many necessities for more 
than one week, meager rations in food, 
clothing and shelter. 

I have never yet seen at any Republican 
rally, people so vitally interested in their 
nation’s welfare that they were willing to 
sacrifice even a few days to promote the 
maintenance of their political party. 

One-fourth of the twenty thousand 
gathered here November 12, were new 
members of the party and I happened to 
see them (at close range) initiated into 
the party. Imagine five thousand (at 
minimum) young men and women my 
own age, answering a pledge to support 
the Soviet Union monitarily and physical- 
ly. 

Can you picture, at the appearance of 
the red Soviet flag, this crowd of twen- 
ty thousand, shouting and clapping with 
such fervor and excited loyalty that it 
approached hysterical glee? No, it is be- 
yond conception unless eye witnessed. 

I cannot impress with enough force- 
fulness, the immediate need for all of us 
(who still prefer democracy) to get 
aroused and start at once to build, on 
what is still surviving of Democracy, a 
firm and controlling party. 

It is true that the insidious roots of 
Communism are imbedded more secure- 
ly in the cities, but it is only too well 
known that its principles are seeping into 
towns and villages so gradually and subt- 
ley that most of us shrug our shoulders 
and steal the phrase, “It can’t happen 
here.” Only too true is the fact that it is 
happening rapidly. 

I wish all of you might have been with 
me to witness this amazing performance. 

My vocabulary is inadequate to stir 
you to violent action but may I dare hope 
that you will look around and take “‘ac- 
count of stock”? 

What are you doing to keep Democra- 
cy on a firm pedestal? Shall we have 
government control of industry? A 
Communistic State? Socialism? or De- 
mocracy? 

It is up to every citizen! Not one Re- 
publican or Democrat can afford to be 
a drone in this society infused with

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THE NEW DAY 
Which Dawned at Pentecost 


Among the great events and great days 
in Bible history, the day of Pentecost 
with its attendant demonstrations was 
one of the most remarkable. 

1. It marked the beginning of a new 
dispensation. The dispensation of the Fa- 
ther and the dispensation of the Son had 
both come and run their course. Each 
had been attended with signs and mira- 
cles from heaven. But that which should 
fol.ow them, the dispensation of the 
Holy Ghost, was looked forward to with 
great expectancy. It meant more, direct- 
ly, to the people of God than the former. 
It was at last ushered in by the coming 
of the Holy Ghost on the day of Pente- 
cost. 

2. There were many great changes in 
the manner of worshiping God at this 
time. The forms and ceremonies which 
God’s people had practiced for thousands 
of years all passed away. The change was 
so drastic, so sweeping, that only the 
miracle-working power of God could 
bring it about. But this was easily accom- 
plished when the mighty power of the 
Holy Ghost fell upon the people as was 
witnessed in Jerusalem on the day of 
Pentecost. From this time God’s true 
people worshiped Him from a different 
viewpo.nt entirely. 

3. It was through Jesus the Crucified 
One, now that all true worshipers ap- 
proached God, and not through the tem- 
ple service of burnt offerings, sacrifices, 
etc. Jesus had given Himself as a sacri- 
fice ‘‘once for all,” to atone for the sins 
of all, and is now the Mediator between 
God and men. To simply come to Jesus 
in humble obedience and faith in His 
Word is the new order. Such a change in 
the order of Jewish worship was more 
than most of them could grasp, but thou- 
sands of Jews did accept Christ and fol- 
lowed Him gladly. 

4. It was at this time that uni- 
versal salvation was set forth for the first 
time in the history of the world. This 
must have been a shock to the old ortho- 
dox Jews who looked upon themselves as 
the chosen and only people of God on 
earth. 

5. As the dispensation of the Holy 
Ghost dawned, the worship of God was 
no more confined to places and times, but 
all who called upon Him in sincerity and 
truth, at any time or place in any nation, 
was accepted of Him. 


6. The Levitical priesthood with all its 
forms and ceremonies is now done away. 
No more confessing to priests, no more 
sacrifice and burnt offerings. Jesus, who 
died for the sins of the people and rose 
again, becomes their great high priest, and 
through Him all men have access to the 
throne of grace, and in no other way. 

7. And, finally, this day brings a new 
message to the people—it is “Jesus and 
Him crucified.” He is the Savior prefig- 
ured in all the types and shadows. He is 
now come, and filled the promises, His 
redemption scheme is now in full opera- 
tion, that is, from Pentecost. A people 
is being called out and prepared for His 
name. At the end of the dispensation He 
will return as Lord and King, and will 
receive and crown His people, set up His 
kingdom and reign. 





In that day the sins of those who for- 
get the blood will be held in remem- 
brance; the sins of those who remember 
the blood of Jesus will be cast into the 
sea of forgetfulness.

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ECHOES FROM THE MIS- 
SION FIELD

MEXICO 

At the close of the General Assembly 
I left by train for our home in Cali- 
fornia, accompanied by my wife and 
baby son. From there a tour of the 
Mexican work was begun, visiting most 
of the places where our missions are 
established in the states of Sonora and 
Sinaloa. The trip was a most interesting 
and profitable one from many view- 
points, 

Christmas was spent at the mission 
headquarters in Ciudad Obregon, Sonora, 
where the young people had arranged a 
very nice program, which was well 
suited to the occasion. We have lately 
enlarged our central station there to 
doubie the former seating capacity, and 
rebuiit the brick wails, raising them and 
putting on a new tile roof. The churches 
have been permitted to open their doors 
to the public after being closed by 
government order for about three years. 

From Obregon City I went to San- 
Blas Sinaloa in company with our 
native pastor, LEvange.ist Fernando A. 
Gonzales. There is considerable interest 
being manifested in Mexico at this time, 
but the work is suffering very greatly 
for the lack of native preachers, who are 
indispensable when it comes to propa- 
gating the gospel. This especially applies 
to that field, since the right to preach is 
denied to foreigners. I am just being 
tolerated as it is, and may be expelled 
from the country at any time because 
of my religious activity. So please take 
all this into consideration and make it a 
subject for prayer always. 

THE BAHAMA ISLANDS 

After returning home, a week was 
spent with the family before leaving for 
the Bahama Islands convention. I went 
by Chicago to meet one of our Swedish- 
American missionary-overseers and on to 
Cleveland, Tenn. (Church of God Head- 
quarters), stopping one night at my old 
home church at Cincinnati, Ohio en 
route. 

From Cleveland, I continued by train 
to Miami, Fla. where a huge four mot- 
ored, forty-passenger plane of the Pan- 
American Airways was waiting to waft 
me away on the wings of the wind to 
Nassau, Bahamas. Brother William R. 
Franks, our overseer there, had a well- 
arranged program that was carried out 
in a very orderly manner, with the bless- 


ings of God upon the services through- 
out. We have a splendid group of native 
workers in these islands who seem to love 
the Church and appreciate their overseer. 
Yet, the work there does not spread as 
rapidly as in some other~ parts because 
of many things that combine to hinder, 
such as lack of finance, native workers 
and opposition for one source or an- 
other. Then too, the population is so 
sparce, with only about 62,000 people liv- 
ing in the archipelago, or entire group of 
islands. Our work is scattered so badly. 
Brother Franks is seriously handicapped 
in getting around over his field. The 
Bahamas brethren are catching the spirit 
of foreign missions and are putting forth 
an effort to evangelize their field in or- 
der that we may have more men and 
means to carry the gospel to the heathen 
in Africa, China, India, and elsewhere. 
This is the oldest home-mission field es- 
tablished outside our territoral boundary, 
and we long to see the day when it may 
be entirely self-supporting, and more 
than that, send out missionaries from 
there to other island-colonies less »for- 
tunate than they. We certainly apprec- 
iate the good work that is going on in 
the Bahamas and hold out high hopes for

DOMINGO 

Brother J. H. Walker, General Over- 
seer, called up over long distance tele- 
phone from Cleveland, Tenn., saying he 
would join me at Miami, Fla. and accom- 
pany me as far as Port-au-Prince, Haiti. 
We took a ship from Miami to Havana, 
Cuba, from where we travelled by bus 
to Santiago de Cuba, some six hundred 
miles’ distant. Five days were spent in the 
Island-Republic, and we could see the 
need of preaching the full gospel to these 
hungry souls. Many Catholics, including 
priests, officials and business men are 
turning Protestant at this time and we 
have a wonderful opportunity there, -if 
we only had missionaries trained in the 
language. 

The work in Haiti is spreading very 
fast. I could go into figures and show 
you just what is being done, but since 
you will be hearing from Brother Walker, 
I must of a necessity be brief at this 
writing. Brother John P. Kluzit and wife, 
who have just arrived from New York, 
where he gave up his position as science 
teacher in the Croton-Harmon High 
School, will assist us in the work here. 
They both have had college training, 
having passed the B. A. degree, and are 
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otherwise well qualified for the work. It 
is a long story but interesting to note 
how God has been dealing with these peo- 
ple for some ten years as regards the mis- 
sion work in Haiti. They, themselves, and 
Brother Walker will be reporting later, 
so I trust this may suffice for the time. 
To say the least though, God is working 
in a miraculous way, with people flock- 
ing to Christ by the dozens. 

We are engaged in special revival meet- 
ings leading up to our convention date, 
with Sister Kluzit preaching in French 
to the people. The first altar call brought 
so many to the front we could not find 
space for every one to kneel and had 
to stand praying. 

In Santo Domingo there is a group of 
churches, about eight in number, with 
some 600 members enrolled, that is seek- 
ing fellowship with the Church of God. 
They speak Spanish and we hope to visit 
them at an early date. Santo Domingo is 
one of the two republics. occupying the 
Island of Haiti. 

CHINA 

Recent reports show that our missions 
are prospering in China despite the war, 
famine and disease epidemics. Also I have 
a letter from a missionary overseer who 
has charge of a large mission work there, 
and they want me to visit them again as 
soon as the war is over, as they too are 
desirous of fellowshipping with us. I 
know this man personally and about his 
work, which is very prosperous and is 
self-supporting, or has been. They are 
hard-hit by the war, having lost three 
churches that were destroyed, being in 
the line of battle. These dear people cer- 
tainly need our prayers, and let us do all

Follow the apostles in their three years 
of training and preparation under the 
greatest teacher of all ages. Read those 
great discourses and the instructions that 


He was so careful to give. Sure, He gave 


them the Holy Ghost, but He gave them 
three years of wonderful preparation 
first. 

You say, “Well, I finished high school 
and I have a pretty fair education.” That 
is fine and commendable, but let’s follow 
the apostle Paul. He says “I was brought 
up at the feet of Gamaliel.” He was con- 
sidered as one of the most educated men 
of his day. When he talked to Festus, he 
had eloquence, vocabulary and the power 
of God enough to cause him to get ex- 
cited and cry with a loud voice; “Paul 
thou art beside thyself, much learning 
doth make thee mad.” Acts 26:24. With 
all the education that he had, it is gen- 
erally accepted by Bible scholars that 
Paul spent many years in preparation, be- 
fore going on his memorable missionary 
journeys. 

Hear him say to Timothy, “My son, 
study to shew thyself approved unto 
God; a workman that needeth not to 
be ashamed, right.y dividing the word of 
truth.” He realized the need of being 
prepared to meet the conditions of apos- 
tasy and greed that were facing the 
church, and he was appealing to Timothy 
to prepare himself. You may be an ex- 
pert merchant, salestnan, engineer, farm- 
er, navigator or banker. Are you an ex- 
pert preacher? Do you know the Word 
of Gad? Can you feed sheep? 

THE STANDPOINT OF REASON 

When we used to call a doctor, we 
called the one that we thought was the 
best to be had. Many of us thought that 
we had little chance if we didn’t have the 
right doctor. If we got in trouble with 
the law, we got the best lawyer to be 
found. If you had a house to build you 
looked for the best carpenter. The doctor 
did his best to ease your pain, the lawyer 
did his best to get you out of trouble; the 
carpenter built you a beautiful house that 
was warm and comfortable. None of it 
lasted but a short time, and if it did, 
you soon have to leave it. 

I have often heard the remark that 
the doctor, lawyer and carpenter got paid 
for what they knew; not the work they 
did. You are willing to pay them very 
generously for the time that they spent 
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in preparation; but you are willing to 
trust the only thing about you that is 
realiy important (your soul) to someone 
that has practically no preparation. I be- 
lieve there will be many souls in the 
regions of despair, because they trusted 
to someone that didn’t know what they 
were talking about. Others will be there 
because someone did not know what they 
were trying to do, and discouraged them. 
Please do not misunderstand me, I am 
making no effort to reflect on anybody 
that is not educated. I am sure that those 
who know me will not think that. I love 
and appreciate them, and I wish I had 
the talent of many of them. Neither do 
I offer myself as an example. I am only 
offering things that are obvious, as illus- 
trations. Talent is not preparation. Many 
times preparation increases the talent, but 
there are many talents that are dormant 
for lack of preparation. 


I know that we have many successful 
men who were not highly educated when 
they started. They may not be educated 
!awyers now, but they are educated min- 
isters of the gospel. Ask them about go- 
ing to school and preparing yourself. I 
dare say not one out of a hundred will 
advise you against it. They got theirs 
from the school of Hard Knocks, and 
the Experience College; but brother, they 
will advise you to get yours the other 
way. Miss Experience is a wonderful 
teacher, and theory without experience is 
worth very little; but she is the highest 
paid teacher there is. She won’t charge 
you near so much if you get another’s ex- 
perience first. 

In reality, study is the reading and 
hearing of the other fellow’s experience, 
and preparing to shun the pitfalls and 
blunders that he made; and the follow- 
ing of rules and methods of doing things 
that are worked out by the experiences 
of others. 

So we find from the standpoint of 
conditions, the Bible and_ reason, that 
reason will dictate we should prepare our- 
selves for whatever we undertake. 

I am very grateful that we have a 
Bible School, where we can prepare our- 
selves. I long for the day when we shall 
have a place of higher education; where 
we can send our young men and women, 
so they can get the education they need 
without having to go to places that will 
destroy their faith in God. I suppose you 
think this is a “Hobby Hoss” of mine. 
If it is ] am pray:ng that some day I shall 
see him go under the ropes, win the race 
in the name of Jesus and save our young 
men and women from the demons of 
skepticism, agnosticism, modernism, for- 
malism and every other kind of an ism 
that the devil can hatch out, by getting 
us a place where they can go and learn 
better than believe such things.

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My pen seeks to unfold important 
events of interest relative to the Bible 
School in the last week or two. 

A good revival has been in progress for 
almost three weeks and several have re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost. Many of the stu- 
dents have assisted in delivering the 
evangelistic messages from night to 
night, and on several occasions God has 
blessed the services in a marvelous way. 

Preparation is now under way for the 
closing of this term of school, which will 
terminate a space of time never to be for- 
gotten by those who have been here. Most 
of them anticipate returning next term, 
which perhaps will begin much earlier 
than at any previous time, since the date 
of the General Assembly has been 
changed. 

Much has been said recently about an 
abandoned college site and buildings in 
Sevierville, Tenn., which the Church has 
been considering’ buying for the site of 
the Bible Schooi. We were informed this 
morning that the Church of God had 
offered the highest bid for the property, 
said bid being approximately $27,000, 
which, if raised ten per cent within thir- 
ty days or between now and the 15th 
of March, is to be forfeited by anyone 
else desiring to secure the property. The 
town of Sevierville is a small town of 
about four thousand population and they 
have agreed to donate $10,000 to the 
school, provided it is made an accredited 
school or Junior College. 

Said property consists of forty-eight 
acres of river bottom land, fronting Lit- 
tle Pigeon river. The buildings consist of 
a boys’ dormitory, which contains se- 
enty large, airy rooms, each of which 
would easily accommodate two double 
beds and each of which contains two nice 
wardrobes, which I am sure the boys 
will appreciate. The girls’ dormitory al- 
so has seventy rooms and two wardrobes, 
and in each dormitory is a large lobby. 
Also there is the administration build- 
ing, in the basement of which is the 
kitchen and on the second floor is a large 
auditorium. 

All the buildings are steam heated 
from one furnace by means of a system, 
the architecture is old colonial in style. 
The site is not far from town and is only 
fifteen miles from the Great Smoky 
Mountain National Park. 

The students have the “moving fever” 
but the place isn’t actually ours yet but 
almost is. You ought to get ready to at- 
tend next term!
